The ship is the U. S. S. Joseph 


Henry. Its work is the maintenance 
of a. secret system of submarine tel- 
ephone cables that enables the Coast 
Artillery to train its big guns on tar- 
gets out at sea. The Joseph Henry, 
anchored here or there or busily 
steaming 
about its business, is the 


only visible evidence of these under- 
water communication lines. 


Is "Oculist Of Coast Artillery" 


It might be appropriately called "the 


oculist of the Coast Artillery." The 
eyes that help find the range of dist- 
ant targets are located far away from 
the harbor fort, sometimes on a neigh- 
boring promontory; sometimes on an 
island in the harbor. The cables are 
the nerves that carry the range-find- 
ing observations to the "brain that 
fires the big batteries. 


The fact that these under-water 


cables exist is no secret. Their exact 
location, however, is a military secret. 
They are laid so that they are out of 
the way of shipping lanes and anchor- 
ages. Nevertheless, every so often, 
some vessel fouls one of the cables, or 
a new cable must be laid, or a cable 
develops a leak. 


If this situation occurs anywhere 


from Portland, Maine, to Galveston, 
Texas, the Joseph Henry appears on 
the scene. It is designated a mine lay- 
er, although it never laid a mine and 
probably never will. A hundred and 
sixty-five feet long and displacing 601 
tons its only distinguishing character 


,ics are a huge reel or windlass,

cyanosis) of lips, finger nails and skin, due to in- 
erference- with the oxygen carrying function of 
he red blood corpuscles—this is technically called 
methemoplobinemia—and 
vertigo 
or 
dizziness, 


headache, somnolence- and great 
prostration or 


v.-eakness. 
Many other cases have been reported, usually 


from the dangerous practice of applying the dye to 
shoes and then wearing the shoes before they arc 
..horoughly dried out. It seems there is no caution 
about this printed on the label of the 
dye. and 


bootblacks or shoe repair men freely apply the 
dye "while you wait."' If you want to play 
safe, 


better not wait. Or if you wish to- wait, then wait 
it least a day while the shoes are drying out. 


Painters using anilin or nitrobenzene 
prepara- 


tions are likely to suffer this poisoning if they ac- 
cidentally spill some on their clothing, unless they 
immediately remove the clothing.

clothing 


•serves as a sponge and the warmth of the body 
evaporates the poison, which is 
inhaled in 
the 


volatile slate, as so much chloroform might be if 
spilled on one's clothes.

ibsorbed through the skin. Xo physician or chem- 
ist has been able to demonstrate that anything of 
the kind is absorbed through the unbroken skin 
either accidentlly in occupational exposure or when 
the substance is applied in the form of a medica- 
ment.
